PASSED BY THE CENSOR

HERE nrrived In Philadaliphin this week

# copy of the “Courfer of Political Exiles,”
the official paper of thoss sent to Siberia by
the Cear, It 18 printed in Russian, but for
obylous reasons 18 published in the capital
city of Russia’'s ally, France, The Courier
contains the fArst authentic account of the
death of Dazheparidze, one of the 180 Soclal
Democratic members of the second Duma,
who were exlled to Siberla for aflixing thelr
signntures to the famous Viborg manifesto—
A Russian decluration of independence,

Laying axide entirely the pathetic human
slde of the story, the account of {he Inst
hours of the Russian sounds strangely out of
harmony with the honeyed words of the Caar,
addressad to His "Dear Joews” and "My Loyal
Polea™ In part, the Courfer saya:

At B o'clock In the evening the train
approached a small station, Yamakayn, whera
we were 1o chiange traing. “All out.,’ shouted
the hend of the convey, opening the doors,
Dszhoparidze rose togeiher with the othoers,
but immediately fell to the ground, crying,
‘Toeannot, Lam all In' Tzerotell and Macha-
radze pleked him up and placed him on a
dirty rug nearby,

"'How dare you sit down, you dog?
shouted a gondarme, whercupon hls com-
fades picked him up and carried him out of
the car to the station platform. We had to
wilt fully an hour for the arrival of the
traln for Kursk, Surrounded by a host of
gendarmes, heneath the open sky, in the hor-
rible cold and but the scant prison clothes
on our backs, we walted in the snow, shive
ering, hungry and trembling for our lives
lest onn of the gendarmes take a fancy to
shool us,  Dsgheparidee alone was permitted
th Eit down on the ground. Heside him
stood his wife with her 2-yeur-old child in
her wrms.  After our arrival at the Kursk
depot we were dispatehed o the prison.

) VAL of us, 46 men In all, were locked up
in @ cell 12 feet by 8. All along the floor lay
the victims of Russian barbarism. Not only
was It impossible to pase from one end of
the cell to the other, bhut It was Iimposgsible
tor ene to streteh out on the floor. In a half
hour the air in the room Lecame intoleralile.
One of us took a chance and attempted to
open a little window, but the soldior on duty
ordered him back to the floor. In an hour
Dszheparidze began to snore heavily. We
pounded at the doors and demanded that
some of us be transferred to another eoll. At
midnight the warden of the prison, Kalml-
koff, entered and ordered that members of the
Imperinl Duma be glven rosm in another cell
nearby. That night Dszheparidze died with-
out having received any medical attention.'

80 years. They have weathere devery Inno-
vation in theatricala; the decline and fall of
the stock ventures; the advent of the travel-
ing companies, comie opera, vaudevilie and
now even moving pletures, And they nre
going on, but not telling the same old jokes,
night after night.

All my efforts to run down to ils dark
origin the libel that minstrel jolkes are ven-
erable resulted In fallure. Some of the best
Jokes 1 recall were first passed over the foot-
lighta by a minstrel company., Only aftsr
they became publle property dld they fnd
their way Into perfodicals

AVING hecome a venerable Institution

many years ago, thers naturally arose
n digpute as to the place where negro min-
gtrelsy had lta birth. Probably not so many
eltlea an clalmed Homer for thelr own con-
tended, but certainly Philadelphin and New
York had thelr advocates,

1 am willing to admit a prejudice in favor
of this clty, and as no other place on the
globe ever supported minstrelsy for so long
a time we seem to have something of a pro-
prietary right In this form of entertainment.

The beginning was very modest, [efore
the word had been heard In connection with
such an entertalnment there were black-faced
acts on the American ntage. One of the
first big hits was made by Thomas H. Rice
In his “Jim Crow,” which has got Into the
vocabulary of the Ianguage. No one could
call that nondescript act minstrelsy as we
have known it, yet it had its influence.

HEN came black-faced banjo acts, such

as Billy Whitolck used to do; others simi-
lar to George Washington Dixon's "“Zip
Caon,” and still minstrels did not appear on
the scene. All of these acts were famillar to
Philadelphia theatre-goers in the 308 and
early 408,  Dixon reslded here for a time,
and during the epldemic of cholera In 1832
published a weekly “Cholera Gazette,” He
sang “Zip Coon" at the Tivoll Garden, on
Market street west of Thirteenth, and every
boy In the clty was whistling the refrain.

Billy Whitlock In his autoblography gives
a version of his connection with the organi-
zation of the minstrel show. During the
winter of 1840 he and his partner, Master
John Diamond, whose real name was Frank
Lynch, were playing at the Walnut Street
Theatre, and when the night for their benefit
approached Whitlock concelved the idea of
Introducing a novelty,,

Whitlock asked Dick Myers, a violinist. if
he would play the violin with them and form
@ trio on their benefit, and Myers agreed. So,
on that occaslon, for the firat time In public,
Whitlock sald, banjoists were accompanied
on the stage by a violinist. And even that
does not look like a minstrel show, does it?
Yet it was from this germ that the big, sable
semicircle which we recall with pleasure
grew into the minstrels.

N its early form minstrelsy was cssential-

ly musical, The firat band of minstrels
that traveled around the country had Master
Olp Bull as one of Its members, There wera
Virginin Serenaders and New Orleans Ser-
enaders, and while all the acts were done in
blackface, they were of a musical character.
They gave some clever travesties on the
Itallan opera, which was then attracting the
attention of the musically Inclined, and from
all accounts these bhurlesques were not only
bright and witty, but were admirably set, so
far as musical numbers went.

One of the Arst minstrel troupes which
performed in this clty was the New Orleans
Serenaders, They were here In F849, and
probably earlier, and they gave a perform-
ance in old Musical Fund Hall. In the com-
pany was Nelson Kneass, n song writer and
musical composer. whose songs were sung nll
over the country at the time, There may still
be persons who recall the strains of 1 Hear
the Hoofs,” "“Go Way Black Man,” ""Ronsa
Clare’” and “Nelly Was n Lady,” 1 feel con-
fident that the last named at least will ba
remembered, for it was sung In the days of
C'arneross’ Minstrels, in the little Eleventh
Street Opera House,

Sanford may be sald to have heen respon-
sible for the vogue negro minstrelsy has had
in Phlladelphia.

Thian was the begin-
ning of the history of the Eleventh Street
Opera House, where minstrelsy was pre.
